The application recites that the 
water is t6 be used for the purpose 
of generating electrical power. From 
the point of diversion to the power 
plant it is statéd that the water will 
have @ total fall of 1000 feet. The esti- 
mated production of the plant is 60,- 
000 horse- power. 

It is stated that the plant will be 
completed within five years. The esti- 
mated cost is given as $360,000. One 
feature of the plant is an impounding 
dam that it is stated will impound 
15,000,000 cubic feet of water.

INDIANS GET LAND. 

Steady work is being prosecuted 
toward the allotment of land in sev- 
eralty to the Pima and 
tribes of Southern Artzona. It is 
probable the first allotment will be 
upon the San Xavier reservation, 
south of Tucson, where 700 famflice 
are to be given ground of their own, 
instead of being held in community, 
as at present. These Indians are 
declared to have acquired prior 
rights to water from the Santa Crus 
River sufficient for the trrigation of 
1580 acres. A plen outlined by engi- 
neers of the Interior Department 
would raise this acreage to 3000, at 
& gToss cost of $150,000, by means 
of the storage of flood waters. Al-'

Temon Milk. 

{The Pharmaceutical Era:] These 
names are used in Germany for milk 
which has been artificially soured by 
lemon juice or vinegar. WNaturally- 
soured milk-—mitk curdled by the lac- 
tic acid fermentation—is not ‘always 
to be had. and these two drinks af- 
ford ready substitutes. To make 
lemon milk, add sugar to any desired 
quantity of milk, sufficient to suit the 
taste, and then add slowly the juice 
of one lemon to each Iiter of milk, 
shaking or ewiriing the container. 
When the casein begins to coagulate 
the addition of acid must be stopped. 
Rofled milk can be treated similarly: 
jt loves the “cooked” taste tn a large 
degree, but is not #0 appetizing as 
raw milk. Cite acid solution may 
be used tn place of lemon juice, and 
vinegar will give the same results, 
but milk treated with these sub- 
stances lacks the fine aromatic flavor 
coming from the lemons.

Lone Capture of the Rebel 
Leader Loamo. . 


Vigorous Methods Used to 
Promote Peace. 


{New York Times:] Brig.-Gen. 
Harry H. Bandholts, late commander 
of the Philippine Constabulary, whose 
experience in the Philippines has 
been wider and more varied than that 
of almost any other American army 
officer, was eat the Hotel Astor re- 
cently. Gen. Bandhoitz got leave to 
visit his mother, who is ill at Con- 
stantine, Mich., and i was after he 
left Manila that he was relieved of 
his detail outside of the army, and 
ordered back into the Gen. 
Bandholts has served in the Philippine 
Islands for thirteen years, and thoes 
have been years of tremendous activ- 
ity, a@ almost everybody in the islands 
knows, 

For the last six years he has been 
responsible for the maintenance of 
public order in the Philippines, and 
his army of soldier police, numbering 
5000 men, has done remarkable work. 
Those who have worked Gen. 
Bandholts say that he owes his suc-

The best thing Bandholts ever did, 
his friends in Manila believe, was the 
prevention of what promised to be an 
insurrection several years ago.

The circulars issued 
fealled for 60,000 Filipinos to attend 
the ceremonies. They were urged to 
wear the native garb, and to bring, 
every man, a balo.

With 
them working on the feelings of the 
crowd—and actually 60,000 people 
were in the gathering—nothing but 
an insurrection and slaughter could 
have resulted. 

Bandholtz got hold of a ¢ircular 
and immediately sent a message to

celebration. He warned them 
that he had no desire to fire on inno- 
cent people. The inevitable conse- 
‘quence of rabid speeches upon a:med 
men, he pointed out, would be to 
turn them to slaughter. There d 
be 2000 Constebu soldiers t to 
suppress disorder, with orders to 
shoot. Moreover, Bandholtz cau- 
tioned them, the leaders would be held 
responsibie, and the Constabulary 
would take care of them first. The 
reeult was that the committee hur- 
riedly sent oat instructions that no- 
body should bring a bolo to the gath- 
ering. and that everybody might wear 
whatever costume he saw fit. The re- 
sult was a very orderly crowd.

Gen. Bandholts campaigned as cap- 
tain in the Second Infantry for two 
years, during the early troubles th 
Luzon and Marinduque, and was made 
Governor of Tayabas in February, 
1902. At that time Tayabas Province 
was overrun with ladrones or rob- 
bera, and the remnants of insurrecto 
bands. It took the new Governor just 
thirteen months to clean up his ter- 
ritory. It was about that time that 
the increased details were cre- 
ated In the Philippine Constabulary. 
when five army officers were as- 
signed to the Constabulary, one with 
the rank of brigadier-ceneral, and the 
other four as colonels RBandholtz, 
then a captain, became a _ colonel. 
Gen. Henry T. Allen, who organized 
the Constabulary, was its com- 
meander, and he immediately sent 
Bandhoitz down to Albay, a hemp 
province, where a large insurrection 
was under way, with 2900 to 3000 tm- 
surgents in the field. The fighting had 
been going on for a year or so. Band- 
holts figuratively took off his coat, 
and within a hundred days after he 
had reached the scene of the trouble 
he had forced Gen. Simeon Ola to 
surrender, and tnaide of a month mors 
had corraled all the rebel bands. The 
way in which the last of these or- 
ganizations was broken up LUlustrates 
Bandholtss way of taking matters 
into his own bande. 

Col. Antenio Leamo's command, 
which numbered seventy-five bolomen 
and about thirty-five riflemen, had 
declined to accept the invitation to 
come in and give up their arms. 
Bandholts got tired of waiting. One 
day he called a guide and with him 
alone rode to where Loamo had for- 
tified himself on the bank of a river 
four or five miles away from the Con- 
stabulary camp. When Bandholtz 
rode in without escort, Loamo was 
so eurprised that he neglected to give 
the order to sheot. 

BRINGS REBEL LEADER IN. 

“Loamo,” said Bandholtz, “I am 
getting sick and tired of your keep- 
ing up this business. You are keep- 
ing things stirred up so the people 
don't even dare to plant thelr fleldsa 
You had better come along in.” . 

After he had recovered from ‘the 
shock of this suggestion, the insur- 
recto sald he would like to have time 


to think of it. 

“No,” Bandholts, . “that 
wouldn't do at all. I think it would 
be wiser for you to come along with 
me.” 

Within ten minutes Loamo mounted 
his horse and set out for the Con- 
bulary camp with Bandholts. 

; ie was the second time Bandholtz 
had gone into a rebel camp and come 
back with the leader, for during the 
Marinduavue campaign in 1901, accom- 
panied only by ut. King of the 
First Irifantry, he made his appear- 
ance suddenly in the stockade occu- 
pled by Col. Abad, head of an itnsur- 
recto band, and argued that leader 
into surrendering himself and his 
men. 


After peace had been obtained in 
Albay. Col. Bandholtz was ordered to 
Central Laugon, where the country was 
filled with largs bands of ladrones, 
who called themeelves§ insurrectos. 
They were terrorizing the people and 
defying the authority of the insular 
government. At their head was Ma- 
carlo Sakay, who called himself the 
“President of the Philippine repub- 
lic.” He hed as his immediate subor- 
dinate and principal adviser, Gen 
Carreon. In Manila, Pillafuerte was 
the head rebel, and in Cavite and 
Batangas this distinction was enjoyed 
by Gen. Montalan Cornelio Felizardo, 
the most notorious and bioodthiraty 
bandit In the Philippines, roamed 
about from province to province. This 
was in the fall in 1905. An army of 
8000 men had been chasing about the 
country after the insurgents, but 
without much success, 

Bandhoits first started to get Fell- 
sardo. He detailed two constabulary 
soldiers to pretend to desert and join 
the bandit. Thefe won Fellsardo’s 
confidence, and succeeded in itnduc- 
ing him to accompany them to recon- 
noiter, with a view to attacking the 
constabulary post at Las Pinas, about 
seven miles from the center of Ma- 
nila. When they got within 300 yards 
of the constabulary the two men fell 
upon Felizarédo. and after a long 
struggiec killed him with his own bolo. 
By July of 1906 the other leaders and 
their followers had all been captured 
or had surrendered. Much of this 
Bandholts accomplished through a 
Filipind agent, Dr. Dominador Gomes. 
Bandholts received @ cable dispatch 
of congratulation from the Secretary 
of War. 

THE LADRONES STAMPED OUT. 

After Bandholts became Chief of

Government Will Prepare Stanc- 

ard Which Wil Be Taken Aull 

Around the

ment of Commerce, from the 
shippers of the country, on scales 
which belong te and are operated ¢ 
tirely by the roads, and over which, 
neither the shipper nor the govern- 
ment. has any control, nor, indeed, 
any information as to the correctness’ 
of the scalés. In order to secure In- 
formation that will enable the gov- 
ernment to draw reliable conclusions 
as to what shall be done to guarantés 
the accuracy of railroad weights, and 
also for the purpose of aiding tite 
railroads to install correct scales. th® 
Bureau of Standards was allowed an 
appropriation of $25,000 by Congress 
for the purchase of a test-weight car 
equipment. d 
The appropriation became available, 
on July 1. 
The equipment ordered by the 
reau will differ radically in princi! 
from any in use. Inetead of tte 
wheefs, brakes, and other movable 
parts of the car constituting part of 
the standard weight, as te customary 
the bureau proposes to carry a series 
of 10,000 pound weights and « trugit’ 
for moving them on the scales, In a 
specially designed car provided with 
a power crane and other accessories. 
The advantage of this arrangement 
that the weights may be standa 
atid transported from one end of the 
country to the other with a reasonable 
assurance that thev will remain cotiv

RAILROAD HERO 
LAID IN TOMB. 


Hundred and Fifty Associates 
Pay Him Tribute. - 


Twice Kept Express Treasure 
Away from Bandits. 


Many Adventures in Long 
Service Career. 


The remains of one of the heroes of 
railroading in its perilous days, and 
one of the oldest employees of 
Wells Fargo & Co., in point of 
service, were laid at rest yesterday 
morning. Charles Foster Smith, for 
thirty-three years with this gre st cor- 
poration, who died suddenly on Mon- 
day of heart failure while working 
at his desk, was shown every possibile 
honor. 

Smith wes a native of Nova Scotia, 
and, filled with the spirit of adventure 
he left home when little more than 
a boy and. went to Oregon, where he 
worked on the first railroad in that 
northwestern country in 1876. In 1882 
he was appointed an express messen- 


in 

that position he 
worked up to the position of superin- 
tendent of equipment. The man he 
started to work under, William Prid- 
ham (retired) was at the funeral 
services. 

One of the early runs given Smith 
was through Arizona and it was only 
a short time unti] he had an opport.- 
nity to demonstrate his bravery and 
worth. When nearing Tucson, on one 
of the trips, the train, which was 
‘known to carry a large amount of 
money, was held up by masked ban- 
dite, who broke into the express and 
mail car. Smith, sensing the danger 
and hearing the sharp commands out- 
side, threw more than $30,000 into an 
eropty stove andsthen gave the rob- 
bers an opportunity of searching the 
car. 

They failed to find the treasure and 
left with some inconsequential pack- 
ages. For this deed, Smith was pre- 
sented by the company with a solid 
gold watch, set with diamonds, and 
appropriately engraved. The bandits} 
were captured later and the messen- 
ger identified the man who had rifled 
his car by the intonations of his voice. 

Searcely two months afterward, 
mear the same train was 
again held up. 
liam Gault, cashier of the company, 
was traveling with Smith while mak- 
ing an inepection of agencies. This 
time when the train came to a halt 
in a e hill country, Smith se- 
creted the treasure box beneath «4 
pile of waste paper and gunny sacks 
and scattered a heavy consignment of 
gold coin all through the car. The 
robbers were again disappointed and 
most of the gold was recovered. This 
episode brought promotion. 

Many other adventures of 
character threaded themselves 
through the life of the deceased and 
he was one of the best-known men in 
the service. This was attested yester- 
day morning at the funeral services; 
held in the Brown chapel, when more 
than 150 men of the Wells Fargo & 
Co. offices were on hand to pay a 
last tribute. Their floral offerings 
were beautiful.

LONG BEACH, Oct. 9.—<After a dis- 
cussion of the hartgr situation, due 
to the complaint of > Pacific Navi- 
gation Company the? the depth of 
water in the channel entrance was not 
sufficient to allow their steamers to 
enter, the Chamber of Commerce di- 
rectoratg this morning empowered 
President Reider to name a commit- 
tee of eleven to devise ways and 
means to secure the extension of the 
jetties, deepening of the entrance and 
additional municipal frontage. 

From the tenor of the discuasion it 
appears probable that the commit- 
tee will disregard any probability of 
the government assisting, but will take 
up the proposition from a municipal 
standpoint, putting it up directly to 
the voters to order by a bend issue 
the raising of $500,000 necessary for 
the jetty extension and the purchase 
of additional water frontage for mu- 
nicipal wharves. 

The need of early improvements of 
the harbor by securing greater depth 
and the impossibility from a financia! 
standpoint of waiting until the gov; 
ernment takes up the jetty extension 
matter, was emphasized by several of 
the members and a prediction was 
made that with a thirty-foot depth 
of water in the harbor, Long Beach in 
ten years, would have 260,000 popu- 
lation. Several propositions to locate 
industries In the water district have 
fallen through solely through the un- 
developed condition of the harbor wa- 
ters. 

As an incentive to active effort on 
the part of the city, C. J. Curtis, presi- 
dent of the Dock and Terminal Com- 
pany, said that he would be willing to 
place before the directors of his com- 
pany a@ proposition to sell to the city 
additional water frontage at the price 
it would be worth after improvements 
were made with the specific under- 
standing that the money derived from 
the sale would be turned over to the 
fund for jetty extension. 

FIRST PRODUCT.

BAKERSFIELD, Oct. 9.—Fred H. 
Hall and Assemblyman Simpson have 
prepared a new draft of the bill pro- 
viding for the casting of ballots by 
electors who may be temporarily ab- 
sent from their home counties on 
election day, and will start initiative 
petitions soon after January 1 for the 
purpose of having it submitted to the 
voters at the election next fall.
